The 16th Annual Convention was 
held at the Ward Theatre September 
23-26, inclusive. It was a great bless- 
ing and one of the most spiritual con- 
ventions that we have ever had in 
Jamaica.

People that sin 
every day are of the unfruitful tree 
and will be cast into the fire but we 
can repent and be born again and 
live a clean, righteous life above sin, 
for people have lived pure lives and 
it still can be done. 

“There are they which were not de- 
filed with women; for they are virgins. 
These are they which follow the Lamb 
whithersoever he goeth. These were 
redeemed from among men, being the 
firstfruits unto God and to the Lamb. 
And in their mouth was found no 
guile: for they are without fault be- 
fore the throne of God,” Rev. 14:4, 5. 
“The Word of God said they were 
without fault, so people can live above 
and without sin in their lives, and will 
if they are children of God. These 
are not my words but the words in 
God’s Holy Bible. 

“The soul that sinneth, it shall die,” 
Ezek. 18:20. Verse 21 tells us that if 
a sinner will turn from his wicked 
way he shall live and not die.

Dead Sea Mystery 

“To Bible students Sodom and Gom- 
orrah serve merely as a warning 
against iniquity, but scientists have a 
different interest in the Judean hills 
along the Dead Sea’s shores. They be- 
lieve vast quantities of petroleum lie 
beneath the soil of this sun-baked 
part of Palestine.” 

So states News Review, which goes 
on to show that although Brig.-Gen- 
eral R. B. D. Blakeney has, since 1928, 
done everything in his power to draw 
the Government’s and the public’s at- 
tention to the great industrial, com- 
mercial and strategical possibilities of 
the Dead Sea region, nothing has been 
done to open up this source of petrol. 

On March 20, 1929, Viscount Tem- 
pleton said in the House of Lords: 
“The Dead Sea is today the centre of 
a drama destined to rivet the atten- 
tion of nations.” Dr. Annie Homer, 
M. A., has devoted her life to this 
matter, and with Brig.-General Blake- 
ney reopened the question with the 
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Government in June, 1942. They main- 
tain that oil is available in vast quan- 
tities. 

Palestine has been under mandate 
to Britain since the last war. Why are 
the riches of the Dead Sea not ex- 
ploited? Many people would like to 
know. There is no doubt that in a fu- 
ture day these riches will be the cause, 
at least in part, of a terrific struggle 
in this area.—Prophetic News.

Church Vagrancy 


Church membership in the United 
States has reached the total of about 
65,000,000 people; this figure repre- 
sents about 48 per cent of the mem- 
bership of our entire nation. It is also 
reported that only about eight per 
cent of the 48 per cent which repre- 
sents church membership ever attend 
church services. If men should stage 
such “sit-down strikes” in industry, 
they would be arrested for vagrancy. 
This absenteeism from church has 
greatly weakened the importance of 
the church as a national institution, 
and has thereby lessened the pros- 
pects and possibilities of the church 
at the peace conferences after the 
war is over. The church cannot hope 
to represent 65,000,000 people at the 
peace conferences if its action is lim- 
ited to a mere 8 per cent of the popu- 
lace. Other political views than those 
held by Christianity will dominate the 
peace table, unless the church awak- 
ens to new activities. Actions are con- 
trolled by energies, and here is the 
trouble—the churches are spiritually 
dead and care not for the future of 
the church nor yet for the things of 
Christ.

European Reorganization 


While Mussolini, Hitler, and Stalin 
were aligned as political war partners, 
I just couldn’t figure the prophetical 
significance or consequence. The old 
Roman kingdom, out of which must, 
according to Scripture, arise the anti- 
christ, aligned with Germany which 
was, for the most part, originally en- 
tirely outside of the old Roman king- 
dom, pictured a puzzle which needed 
to be worked to an undoing. God has 


undertaken to work this political 
enigma by breaking the partners, 
Hitler and Mussolini, apart.

THE SCHOOLS 
In treating this phase of the sub- 
ject, I shall not discuss the religious 
school system, but I shall endeavor to 
explain the importance of the elemen- 
tary and high schools in general, and 


=. their responsibilities and op- 


tunities. The school system of 
America, or any other country, affects 
the entire nation. The progress of the 
development of a nation in any di- 
rection is governed, to a great extent, 
by that nation’s school system. 

The universal purpose of the school 
is to prepare both children and adults 
to serve in a chosen field of endeavor. 
This is indeed, a very unique 
function, inasmuch as no other insti- 
tution is prepared to perform it. The 
school covers a_ greater field than 
other institutions. Literally the whole 
world goes to school. Even those who 
live in dark heathenism, who earn 
their living by their ability to use the 
bow and arrow and the sling, have to 
go to school. They attend the school 
of experience. Their only textbook is 
the tradition of their fathers, and that 
not on a printed page, but handed 
down from progenitor to protege by 
word of mouth. 


One does not have to go to a school- 
house to attend a class. There are 
many lessons to learn out in the open, 
conversing with nature. When one 
learns to study nature then he is pre- 
pared to become truly educated. One 
system the ancients used to teach, was 
to take their pupils out in the country, 
by the brooks and among the trees, 
and out in the hills where nature 
could speak in all her glory, and where 
the heart that was hungry to learn 
could delve into the great world of 
wisdom and culture. Our modern civi- 


@ x1 had its start there, and when 


we fail to keep in tune with nature, 
we will suffer a great loss. 

There are many lessons that we 
need to learn as Christians, that the 
elementary schools cannot teach. For 
instance, we need to learn self-sacri- 
fice, self-denial, holiness, and many 
other great lessons; but since the aim 
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of the elementary and high schools is 
to enlarge the individual life, they 
cannot put much stress on things like 
self-denial. We are willing to leave 
those things to the Bible schools and 
colleges and trust that they do a good 
job of it. 


The schools are dispensers of cul- 
ture, and thereby control, to a great 
extent, the very thought life of a na- 
tion. It may be truthfully said, “As is 
the school so is the nation.” 

Now the question may arise, “Why 
do we as Christians need to study the 
school system of the country?” I an- 
swer that the thought life of your 
child is governed by the school it at- 
tends, that school is helping in a very 
direct way to form and mold your 
child’s character, that school will have 
a great deal to do with your child’s 
choice of vocations, that there are 
many habits your child will form 
in school that will go through life with 
it, that the development of your 
child’s mental faculties are governed 
by that school; so, if you love your 
child, if you want him or her to be 
truly educated, if you want them to be 
lady and gentleman, if you want them 
to believe in God and honor the Bible, 
then you had better know something 
about the school they attend, the 
children they associate with, the kind 
of teachers they have, and the kind 
of management the school has. Don’t 
let them be taught that there is no 
personal God, that the universe is the 
product of chance, and that men 
sprang from tadpoles and monkeys. 
All these are reasons why every good 
Christian should be concerned about 
the schools and should attend P.T.A. 
meetings and cooperate fully with the 
schools. We might be able to keep 
down some of the very unpleasant 
things that arise in school if we tried 
a little harder. We might be able to 
keep the schools from teaching evo- 
lution, and keep the teachers from 
making fun of the Bible and working 
such a hardship on our children when 
they express their belief in God’s 
Book. A number of cases have come 
under my personal observation where 
young people from Christian homes 
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went off to school and came back full 
of infidelity and unbelief, ready to 
blaspheme God and the Bible. These 
things ought not to be. 

The MOTIVE of the school is self- 
culture, but that goal can never 
be attained when one leaves God, 
the first cause, out of his life. In the 
home breeding is developed; in the 
church spirituality is developed, and 
in the school REFINEMENT is de- 
veloped. But the old school of culture 
and refinement is almost a thing of 
the past. Instead of becoming educa- 
ted to be able to best serve the world 
in an uplifting and noble way, people 
are becoming educated to see just 
how much money they can make, and 
how far they can go toward the 
governor’s chair or the president’s; 
and in many instances they are taught 
the survival of the fittest, with no 
scruples as to what is honest and fair. 
Greed has_ supplanted honesty; 
modernism has supplanted the fun- 
damental teachings of the Bible, and 
the schools are largely to blame with 
this sad and unhappy state of affairs. 
If the schools will teach true science 
and leave off those teachings that 
they can not pr-ve; if they will teach 
real self-culture and refinement; if 
they will stand for the Bible and true 
democracy, then I am sure that the 
American people will return to the 
paths of moral rectitude; the Ameri- 
can home with its fireside altar can 
be reinstated; the mother can come 
back from oblivion and preside over 
her kingdom again! the nation can 
once more lift its head in dignity and 
self-respect. I still have faith in our 
American people and in our form of 
government, and I believe that our 
people will assert themselves and turn 
back to the paths of truth and right. 
However, the schools can do more to 
bring this about than any other in- 
stitution in America. And in a democ- 
racy the people can control the 
schools. So, American people, search 
yourselves. Stand up for your rights. 
Literally yell your heads off, until 
something is done about the modern- 
istic trend in our schools. But you had 
better act soon; the night cometh 
when no man can work.

' There is no difference of opinion 
between the “Sethites” and _ the 
“Angelics” as to all angels being 
SPIRITS. The Bible speaks of them, 
not in terms of flesh, but as spiritual 
personalities (Psa. 104:4; Heb. 2:16). 
It is an absolute fact of science that 
it requires LIKES to produce LIKES, 
yet the supporters of the “angelic 
theory” have the nerve to say that 
“unlikes produce likes,” that is, SPIRIT 
PLUS FLESH EQUALS FLESH (S plus 
F equals F).

FLESH .. .” What kind of flesh was 
this “strange flesh’? It was ANGEL 
FLESH, of course. When we read about 
the angels at Lot’s house, and then we 
follow that reading with Jude’s in- 
terpretation, there is positively noth- 
ing left for the “Sethites” to do but 
admit that angels can assume flesh. 


Thus it remains that after angels 
assume flesh there is no essential dif- 
ference between them and human be- 
ings, for both are spirit and flesh 
which, when united in marriage, re- 
sults in offsprings, which are no less 
spirit and flesh. So the thing which at 
first seemed indisputably and in- 
vincibly a Sethite argument of first 
rank, is completely confounded by the 
mere reference to a single occurrence 
in the Scriptures. (This is not the only 
one, however.) In view of the forego- 
ing, it becomes extremely credible to 
identify these “sons of God” as angelic 
beings. If this point does not satisfy 
you, I doubt if it CAN be done, for 
what more conclusive proof can be 
given? 

12a 

According to Matthew 22:30, it is 
clear that those “sons of God” in Gen- 
esis 6 cannot be angels. In Jesus’ 
answer to a certain question, He said, 
“For in the resurrection they neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage, but 
are as the angels IN HEAVEN.” Since 
the “sons of God” did marry the 
“daughters of men” they could not 
have been angels. 


12b 


Certainly the angels in heaven do 
not marry nor give in marriage, but 
these angels were not “angels in 
heaven”; they were FALLEN ANGELS, 
angels who submitted to the devil just 
as much so as the angels of the pre- 
Adamic earth. Of course, the angels in 
heaven do not marry. There is no need 
for them to do so, for the only legiti- 
mate purpose of marriage is to repro- 
duce your kind in order to perpetuate 
your likeness. Were it not for mar- 
riage, the human family would dis- 
appear entirely, because they are not 
eternal; but with the angels it is a 
far different affair. Being eternal in 
their existence, they have no occa- 
sion for marriage, just as the glorified 
saints will have no need for marriage 
when they become eternal and will 
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themselves live perpetually forever. 

I will admit that the angels IN 
HEAVEN do not marry; that is, no 
marriages are prescribed among them, 
no conditions exist which demand it, 
and the nature of their being elimi- 
nates the purpose of such; however, 
this is far from saying that it is AB- 
SOLUTELY IMPOSSIBLE for angels 
to partake of such a practice, nor does 
it render them incapable of assuming 
flesh by which such action might be 
attainable. 

Inasmuch as I have already sho’ 
(point 11) that angels do have the 
capacity to assume flesh and can be 
desired by others for purposes of 
fornication, it naturally follows that 
the scripture in Matt. 22:30 does not 
pretend to teach that angels cannot 
assume sex. Since this is the case 
there should be no conflict between 
the “angelic theory” and the truth of 
Matt. 22:30, especially when it is made 
clear that even the “sons of God” 
(angels) in Genesis 6 did not marry 
to reproduce themselves as angels but 
for a reason wholly instigated by 
Satan for the purpose of thwarting 
God’s plan of redemption by keeping 
the “seed of the woman” from being 
born. 

13a 

I am thoroughly convinced that 
there is no power capable of incarna- 
tions but that of God, that nobody 
can cause others to assume flesh but 
the Supreme Deity. Besides, the only 
examoles of angels assuming flesh are 
certainly those of heavenly angels. To 
give the power of incarnation to the 
devil is contributing more to him than 
he deserves. So it happens that I can- 
not believe the “sons of God” were 
angels which assumed flesh at the 
will and power of Satan. 

13b 

That God has power of incarna- 
tion I will admit, but that ONLY God 
has such power is the part of their 


argument which I cannot admit. © 


I am required to do in order to suc 
cessfully tear down the above point 
is to prove by the Bible that the 
devil DOES have the power to bring 
about incarnations (instances where 
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to live also. Both 
,Angelics” agree upon these facts, 


flesh was assumed. 

To prove the incarnating power of 
the devil I may refer to Exod. 7:10- 
12. From this account we learn that 
Aaron cast down his rod before 
Pharaoh and it became a serpent. 
Since Aaron was a servant of God, 
but being a man did not have such 
power himself, we must conclude 
that Aaron’s rod was made flesh by 
the power of the true God. Not only 
was flesh given to it, but it was made 

“Sethites” and 


owever. 

Now when we further notice that 
the servants of Pharaoh cast down 
their rods and they likewise became 
serpents of flesh and life, the issue 
at hand takes on added emphasis. 
These servants of Pharaoh (sorcer- 
ers, etc.) certainly were not servants 
of God but were partakers of a prac- 
tice which God has always con- 
demned severely, even to the extent 
of capital punishment (Lev. 20:27). 
Surely you are not going to ascribe 
this demonstration to a godly cause, 
are you? 

The significance of this event be- 
comes even more vivid when we 
know that the ROD of Aaron swal- 
lowed up the RODS of Pharaoh’s 
servants. It was just simply an in- 
stance in which the power of the 
God of heaven was manifested above 
the power of the god of the Egyp- 
tians. For the true God to have 
caused both Aaron’s and Pharaoh’s 
rods to become flesh would have con- 
tradicted not only the purpose of 
this demonstration, but the pure 
logic of reason as well; because that 
would have been equivalent to say- 
ing THAT THE POWER OF GOD 
WAS CAPABLE OF OVERCOMING 
HIS OWN POWER which would not 
have been a fact but a CONTRADIC- 
TORY ABSURDITY. 

There is this one definite and in- 
disputable doctrine to be accepted 
from such a situation: the devil has 
the power to bring about incarna- 
tions, making it entirely possible for 
the “sons of God” to have been 
angels. ,

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NOTE: Inasmuch as angels them- 
selves are supernatural creatures, it 
MAY be possible for them to assume 
flesh without the aid of a greater 
power, although my position does 
not beg for this admission. 


l4a 

Since these “sons of God” are held 
by the “Angelics” to be angels in- 
duced by Satan, it necessarily follows 
that they must have been FALLEN 
ANGELS. Even if they were not fall- 
en prior to the time they desired to 
do these incestuous acts, they cer- 
tainly were in a fallen state at the 
time they did actually commit them. 

Now, if the angels which fell in the 
Luciferic rebellion were confined to 
hell immediately afterward, then it 
stands to reason that before the 
Noahic flood there were no sources 
from which Satan might have drawn 
any angels for his “supposed” insti- 
gation of Genesis 6. If there were no 
such sources, then the “sons of God” 
were not fallen angels. 


14b 

In the first place, you will agree 
with me that even the angels of 
the pre-Adamic earth were at one 
time NOT FALLEN, won’t you? I say, 
“You will, won’t you?” Yes, that’s 
what I thought. Then you must 
further admit that Lucifer CAUSED 
the fall of these pre-Adamic angels 
which, as we have already agreed 
upon, were at one time not fallen. 
But is it not unusually strange to in- 
sist that what Satan did one time 
could not be done again, providing 
such an OPPORTUNITY presented 
itself? 

“But that is my point,” replies my 
Sethite opponent, “the opportunity 
could not have been possible when 
all of his angels were cast into con- 
finement.” 

Just a minute, my good man, who 
being ill-informed is nevertheless 
honest. The only requirement for 
Satan to have become a recidivist 
(repeater of crime) against angels 
would have been the possibility of 
CONTACT with other angels and, of 
course, their WILL to be led by him. 
Above all things, however, is this 
factor of CONTACT. 

Now let us see if contact with other 
angels was ever possible after the Lu- 


we 


ciferic rebellion. In the first place, as 
soon as Adam sinned (and that was 
after the pre-Adamic fall since it was 
Lucifer that tempted Adam to sin) 
God placed a PLURALITY of angels 
in the Garden of Eden (“Cherubim” 
is the plural for “cherub”). Do you 
Suppose it was POSSIBLE for Satan 
to contact them? Personally, I see no 
reason for denying this admission; 
yet, in view of the fact that the Bible 
does not definitely say these very ones 
were contacted by Satan, I must not 
depend too much on this instance for 
proof of “Satanic contact.” 

But here’s a score which you can’t 
rub off, made emphatic simply by 
turning to Job again and reading 1:6 
and 2:1. Having already agreed that 
these “sons of God” in Job could not 
possibly have been human beings, but 
rather heavenly creatures (angels), 
we are hereby compelled to admit that 
actual CONTACT with heavenly an- 
gels by old “Split-foot” himself, was 
entirely possible. 

Inasmuch as evidence of actual 
contact shows that Satan did have 
sources from which to draw angels 
even after the original sin, allows me 
to believe in the immediate confine- 
ment of the pre-Adamic angels and 
also in the possibility of an eruption 
of predeluvian angels, without en- 
tertaining conflicts or inconsistencies 
in any way. This argument falls to me 
in that I have clearly revealed its 
definite possibilities which my worthy 
opponent can in nowise disprove.

The supporters of the “angelic” 
theory seem to be amazingly incon- 
sistent in admitting these “sons of 
God” to be FALLEN angels and at the 
same time be so willing to call them 
SONS OF GOD. How could they be 
“fallen angels” and still be “sons of 
God”? 

15b 

Well, has it ever occurred to you, 
brother, that of all your points this 
one is most inconsistent. Your point 
even defeats its ownself. You ask me 
how a FALLEN ANGEL can be a “son 
of God.” Now let me ask you one: How 
can a FALLEN MAN be a “son of 
God”? 

Come on, partner, let’s be reason-

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David, the shepherd king of Israel, 
knew what it meant to suffer as well 
as to enjoy the acclaim of the masses. 
Truly, he was a great man, one of 
the greatest ever to live. Yet, he 
achieved this greatness not through 
some quirk of nature that gave him 
at birth a huge fortune and station, 
but rather through a series of ad- 
venturous adversities that would have 
stopped the normal soul in its quest 
for success. : 

We find the key to David’s success 
in the words of Psalms 4:1, “Thou 
hast enlarged me while I was in 
distress.” Here, the psalmist gives due 
credit to God for his advancement 
as well as apprising us of the fact that 
it was accomplished only through dis- 
tressing circumstances. 


It was, no doubt, a very humiliating 
thing for David to have to mind the 
sheep the day that Samuel came to 
visit his father. A visit to an ordinary 
household by a man of Samuel’s fame 
was in itself a festive occasion and 
indeed an event of great moment, 
especially when one considers that he 
came to anoint of the house of Jesse 
one to rule Israel. Yet, little David 
was to go on with his menial task 
while the lords of the family were at- 
tending to the business at hand. 
Surely the lad had __ distressing 
thoughts and imagined all sorts of 
things during the time he was pon- 
dering his plight. However, when the 
aged Samuel asked if there was not 
another son, then ’twas time for 
David’s enlargement. 


Why can we not learn that it is 
God who makes us what we are and 
in His time the enlarging will come 
if we just remain patient and wait 
for His will to be wrought?

Did you ever notice how spiritual 
they are who have to suffer so much 
or how much closer we get to God 
when adversity comes a-calling? 
Yes, it is only in times of distress that 
many come to God and learn that He 
is wonderful and thus obtain a vision 
of His desires concerning ourselves 
and the lost. 

When the proper vision of God is 
obtained, then it is that we can really 
accomplish things for Him.

I am very glad to give my testi- 
mony. From boyhood I was an 
active member of the Jacobite Church. 
Later, upon being urged to do so, I 
became a trustee of the local church, 
ut because of the wrongdoings I 
q: amongst the priests, I lost all con- 
dence in them and withdrew from 
the work. 


When the people saw that after my 
resignation the church affairs were 
managed according to the desires of 
the priests, they felt grieved and they 
called a meeting of the members, at 
which time I was reinstated as a 
trustee. While thus engaged, I hap- 
pened to learn certain truths from 
the Word, through a friend. This 
caused me to search the Scriptures. 


After this, on Good Friday, when 
the time came to kiss the cross and 
give money in church, I managed to 
enter and leave without doing so. Not 
long after this, at Easter time, a dis- 
pute arose amongst the priests as to 
who would officiate at mass, and it 
became so heated that the police were 
called to quiet the crowd gathered.

able about this thing. I want to know 

why you are so willing to call one 

fallen creature (carnal man) a “son 
of God” and at the same time refuse 
to call another fallen creature (sinful 
angel) the same? Is it not true that 
all Adamic stock, including the de- 
scendants of Seth, were possessed, of 

a carnal nature and enslaved to an 

inward depravity? No further ex- 
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planation is necessary to insure the 
“ABSURDITY” of this point in the 
Sethite argument. 

Even though the inconsistency of 
their point is evident, I feel that I 
should explain how they were “sons 
of God” in spite of their fallen state 
and regardless of who they might 
have been. You see, ALL sonship in 
the Old Testament is a matter of 
CREATION. Even after Adam sinned 
he was referred to as a SON OF GOD 
(Luke 3:38). Since all angels existed 
by individual creation, then every 
angel was a son of God by creation. 

Sonship to God by “birth” or “adop- 
tion” through faith is strictly New 
Testament doctrine, which involves 
the WILL of the individual acting 
upon certain conditions, and there- 
fore can be altered by the circum- 
stances of the will being reversed. But 
sonship to God by CREATION does 
not involve the will of the creature 
and therefore he abides as a “son of 
God” by individual existence. To de- 
prive anyone of sonship on this basis 
would demand complete annihilation.

The young man who has been sup- 
porting the “Angelic theory” in this 
debate, has accounted for both the 
origin and destruction of giants BE- 
FORE the flood, but he has not men- 
tioned the first bit of evidence to ac- 
count for the giants AFTER the flood. 
Even in his argument as to the size 
of some of these giants BEFORE the 
flood, he has referred to giants which 
lived AFTER the flood; namely, Og 
and Goliath (point 3b). If giants 
sprang from normal human beings 
FOLLOWING the deluge, it is just as 
reasonable to believe they could have 
done so PRIOR to the deluge. Upon 
this argument I still insist that the 
“sons of God” and the “daughters of 
men” were Sethites and Cainites, 
respectively.

The reason I have said nothing up 
to this time about the origin and de- 
struction of giants after the flood is 
because I was waiting for my oppo- 
nent to bring it up. Since he has done 
so I promise him that I will disprove 
his “Sethite-Cainite” theory beyond 
any contradiction on this very point. 

In the first three verses of Genesis 
6 we learn that the “sons of God” 
married the “daughters of men” but 
the Lord God was greatly displeased 
with the affair, so He pronounced a 
judgment against the people of the 
earth as spoken in the third verse: 








“And the Lord said, My spirit shall 
not always strive with man, for that 
he ALSO is flesh: yet his days shall 
be an hundred and twenty years.” In 
other words, the Lord had been an- 
gered at the sins of man, and since 
man was only flesh it would be only a 
simple matter to destroy him; how- 
ever, God was not going to do so for 
another 120 years, at which time He, 
of course, sent the flood. Thus the 
third verse brings us up to the last 
days before the flood. 

But now we must read verse 4: 
“There were GIANTS in the earth IN 
THOSE DAYS; and also AFTER 
THAT, WHEN THE SONS OF GOD 
CAME IN UNTO THE DAUGHTERS 
OF MEN, and they bare children

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them, the same became mighty me 


which were of old, men of renown.” 

There is just simply no argument 
left for my opponent in the face of 
the above quotation. It says, “There 
were GIANTS in the earth IN THOSE 
DAYS.” In what days? Why, in the 
days BEFORE THE FLOOD, of course! 
“And ALSO AFTER THAT.” After 
that— what? Why, AFTER THE 
FLOOD, naturally! What happened 
both BEFORE AND AFTER the flood? 
THE SONS OF GOD CAME IN UNTO 
THE DAUGHTERS OF MEN. 

Now how do you feel about the mat- 
ter? Before the flood there were both 
Sethites and Cainites, so my oppo- 
nent argues that the two lines joined 
to bring about the union of the “sons 
of God” and “daughters of men.” But 
wait just a minute! The same thing 
happened AFTER the flood when 
THERE WAS NO CAINITE LINE. 
This is nothing less than absolute, 
conclusive and undeniable proof 
against the theory of the “sons of 
God” and the “daughters of men” be- 
ing descendants of Seth and Cain, 
respectively. 

CONCLUSION 

And now, fellow ministers and fel- 
low students, it becomes necessary to 
tell you just how far I have gone 
with my proof. As far as ABSOLUTE- 
LY proving that the “sons of God” 
were ANGELS, there is no need for 
me to say I have. But one thing is
